Mount Vernon, Mo., April 1.—This 


vicinity was visited by one of tbe most 
destructive hail storms ever known here 
last night. Hall stones weighing ten to 
twelve- ounces fell in great profusion and 
not a huuse escaped in the fnry.

are badly damaged. This was followed 
by tbe heaviest rain storm ever known 
heie. 


Wisconsin Snow Storm, 


Laraiuie, Wis., April 1.— The most se- 


vere snow storm for twenty years struck 
this action doing immense damage to 
stock. Business bere was practically sus- 
pended yesterday, even the daily papers 
were not issued. On the main streets the 
snow in places Is ten feet deep. Resi- 
dences on the outskirts in some places are 
iimiplotely buried in tbe drifts. Several 
buildings collapsed from tbe weight of 
the snow. The storm extends from Med- 
icine Bow to Pine Bluffs, a hundred and 
se\enty-flve miles. AH the freight trains 
on the I'nion Pacific have been suspended 
forty eight hours 
Officials are making 


strenuous efforts to keep the passenger 
trains mm ing, but with little success. 
Fears are entertained for the safety of 
several hunting parties in this section.

Hearing Its Solution. 


•hoald Greece Penist IB gtlrrlnc l'p 


StrMe in Macedonia the Great 


Power* Would lie Compelled 


to Take Side*. 


[Bpeclal Letfer.l 


To speak of what may be the ulti- 


mate outcome of the present misunder- 
standing between Greece and the great 
European powers, would be idle specu- 
lation. Every day may bring- w ith it 
developments disabtrous to the Hellenic 
kingdom or to the peace of Europe. 
Events in the past month ha\e proved be- 
jond the shadow of a doubt that the 
KO-eaJled European "concert" is an 
iridescent dream. The people of Italy, 
for instance, are so heartily in favor of 
Greece's claims that the government 
could not lue a fortnjgbt should it 
attempt to take sides against the army 
of liberation .in Crete. Public opinion 
in Great Hritadn and France is also with 
the Greeks who, standing alone and 
•unsupported, rubhed to the defense of 
their persecuted brethren in Caadia, 
under the leadership of I'ricce George 
of Greece. 


Admitting, for the sake of argument, 


'that Greece was selfish in its work of 
rescue, that it cared more for the an- 
nexation of the naturally wealthy is- 
land than, for the sufferings of its in- 
habitants, UK- fact remains that its de- 
fiance ot Turkey and of Mussulman 
fanaticism coiled to the attention of 
the world the pusillanimity of the 
"great powers," which for years have 
stood idly by while the sultan's min- 
aons massacred tens of thousands of 
Christian men, women and children in 
'Armenia. Macedonia and other prov- 
ince*. The invaaiop of Crete by the 
BOldicrs of Greece has done more to 
(Impress upon Sultan Abdul Hamid the 
•uncertainty of this position than all the 
"collective notes" which have been left 
•at his palace by the ambassadors of the 
powers. It has cowed the unspeakable 


tire Cretans are communicant* of the 
Greek church, the other fourth hu em- 
braced Mohammedanism. Historians 
have time and again pointed out the 
wonderful "adhesiveness" and fanati- 
cism of Moslemism, and to these must 
be attributed the success of the minori- 
ty. Religious renegades are fierce and 
intolerant, and when these misguided 
Cretans \\ ere encouraged by their 
spiritual advisers to strike blows for 
the prophet and their holy religion they 
became fiends who looked upon the 
destruction of their brethren as a work 
pleasing to the eyes and nostrils of 
Allah. 
The Christians, on the other 


hand, have been divided into many

factions, each recognizingitsownpettj 
leader and neglecting- to work together 
for the salvation of all. But with the 
arrival of the Greek troops a new spirit 
came into the land, and every Christian 
in Crete novf yearns for union with the 
country which, in the hour of direst 
need, came to the rescue. 


From an international viewpoint the 


existing condition of affairs is intense- 
ly interesting. The powers know that 
Greece has several trump cards which 
it can play -with great effect should it 
l>e compelled to acquiesce in the pro- 
posals to grant autonomy to Crete 
under the suzerainty of Turkey. At 
the Berlin conference of 1878 Theodore 
DeJyannis, now prime minister of 
Greece, made an earnest plea for the

Turk to such an extent that he is glad 
*o have the marines of Russia, Great 
Britain, Italy, Frances Austria and Ger- 
many act as his police officers and medi- 
ators—a proceeding winch he would 
ha've spurned a few years, ago. Whether 
drewe is to receive any immediate ben- 
efit from its heroic and humanitarian 
enterprise or not, the people of Oiete 
•n ill hereafter enjoy a measure of free- 
dom equal to tha t granted a few years 
ago to their brethren in Bulgaria- And 
e\entually. it may be taken for giiint- 
eil, the teland will become an inte- 
gral part of the Hellenic kingdom. 


'Jhe island ot Crete, m which public 


Interest is centered just now, ha/s an 
yrea of about 3,300 square miles and a 
population of 270,000, of whom 200,000 
Ore Christians. It has been essentially 
Ureek for 2,800 years. As early as 1000 
J}. C. the Dorians founded a number of 
independent republics on the island, 
vhich were not conquered by the Ko- 
tnaos until 67 B. C. In. the partition of 
lie empire Crete fell to the east. It 
•was conquered1 by the Saracens in A. 
D. 823, and reconquered in 981. When 
Constantinople wat captured by the 
Crusaders the island was given to Bon- 
iface, marquis of Montferrat, who, in 
3204, sold R to the Venetians who held 
it against the Turks un«l 166t», w hen all 
but the mouutaiaeerb became subjects 
of Turkey. Insurrections since then 
ha\e been, frequent, and in 1830 the is- 
land was ceded to Egypt, bint was re- 
stored to Turkey in 1641. Ageneral in- 
surrection, broke out in 185S, and in 1866 
the entire Christian population joined 
in on effort to throw off the Turkish 
yoke. In 18GS the powers intervened to 
.secure reforms and compelled the sul- 
tan to grant a new constitution, whose 
provisions, however, were constantly 
ignored liy the Turkish, officials. An- 
other attempt to secure freedom and 
Annexation to Greece was made in 1678, 
Dot again frustrated by the interven- 
tion of the pnwen. A clause wae in- 
serted in the treaty of Berlin promising 
extension of the-guarantees of 1868. 
Tie Turkish representatives prom- 
ised faithfully to carry out the re- 
forms demanded, but the promisee 
•w ere only mwte to be broken, and ever 
•inoe 1380 the Cretans nave struggled 
ior liberty. 


It is not generally understood that, 


in £ measure, the warfare in Crete ln» 
been a fratricidal struggle. The Turks 
IKV< ,- hail much influence in the island, 
evwrt perhaps in a few coast towns, 
ilr. : rf the fighting has been done by 
«!" "i'llhctnanoi," who are renegade 
Ci.. • -"s 
Three-fourth* of tie na- 


incorporation of (retc with the Hei- 
lemic kingdom. He named the states- 
men constituting* the congress that 
sooner or later the powers would have 
to face the Cretan problem and pre- 
dicted that if they could not arrive at n 
settlement then, they would eventually 
have to deal with Tbessaly and Mace- 
donia also, whose people were anxiou^ 
to become Greeks in fact as well AS 
name. Mr. Delyamiis is now in a po- 
sition to tay "1 told ;. »u so," for all 
Macedonia io bi»t waiting for the word 
to drne the Turkish troops out of thf 
country, and the same s>tate of afi'ahi 
exists in that portion of Thessaly which 
still belongs to Turkey. Greece itself 
is stronger thnri it w-os, in 1»78. Itsgov- 
ernment, from King George down, is 
immensely j»opularv\iththepeople. 


Greece may be plavmg a bold game 


of bluff, but the concentration of 20,- 
000 reserves on the borders of ThessaJy 
might be interpreted as meaning that 
she will earn- out the bluff. The. sul- 
tan evidently fears t.h-xt active hostili- 
ties eaocot be postponed much longer 
and is making1 franlio efforts to send 
fresh troops to Thessaly ana Jtacedonda. 
Thousands of reserves have recently 
teft SaJonica for the frontier, but they 
were an. ill-clau. poorly-fed crowd who 
could not withstand an onslaught from 
the muscular, well-kept Greeks, unless 
enough Mohammedan fanaticism could 
be instilled into them to look upon the 
n ar as a holy crusade. With this con- 
viction in his mind the Turkish soldier 
at once Ijecornes a most dangerous ene- 
my and most cruel and reckless fighter. 


It has been intimated1 that. Prince 


Ferdinand of Bulgaria has made over- 
tures to Greece to join it in a war 
against Turkey and that King Alex- 
ander of Servia is willing- to take an of- 
fensive uu) defensive part in this alli- 
ance. Should this prove true, the vaunt- 
ed "European concert" would melt into 
tbin air, and the great powers would be 
compelled to take sides for or against 
the preservation of the Turkish em- 
pire. But diplomacy, as practiced at 
8t. Petersburg-, Berlin and London, is a 
mysterious game. The commercial and 
financial interests, to say nothing of 
territorial ambitions, involved in the 
final settlement of the eastern question 
are so stupendous that 24 hours mar 
change the position of four of the great 
powers. That Russia aad Great Britain 
will be^opponents in the final struggle 
is the only certainty. On which side 
Germany, France, Italy and AustriawiH 
be found depends on the bargain* ttey 
n»y be able to make.

Dawson, makes this statement: 


Some time ago a letter was received in 


Decatnr from Mr. .Terrnlson In which be 
stated that he would be at the creditors1 


meeting to be held on Wednesday night 
accompanied by Mr. McKlnnon and they 
would "inflame" raid meeting. I was 
present at the creditors' meeting and Mr. 
Jauvrin, a prominent farmer of Illlnl 
icwnsblp and a creditor of the bank, sat 
by my side and asked me whether I would 
make a statement on behalf of the as- 
signees. I replied tbat I wonld very 
gladly do so If the chairman would permit 
t, whereupon Mr. Janvrin went up to I. 
W. EbrmaD, the chairman, and requested 
lim to call upon me for a statement. Mr. 
EbriBan replied he has bad a chance to 
speak and we don't want to bear from 
lira now. In answer to the charges in 
the petition I could have said that three 
of the principal creditors mentioned as 
laving been preferred bad been given 
notes which they held as collateral secur- 
ty by Mr. Casner prior to the assign- 
ment; that the land charged to have been 
unlawfully convoyed by Mr. Ij. B. Casner 
:o Samuel Dlller and John Cusner, was 
conveyed to the former to secure a loan 
sometime prior to the assignment am! 
Mr. Dlller has reconveyed the land to the 
assignee, subject to that mortgage, and 
hat the latter has also made a convey- 
ance nf the land held by him and tbat the 
expenditure of J1800 by the assignee was 
for taxes and special assessments on the 
real estate belonging to the assets and for 
interest upon mortgaged loans. The al- 
eged disci epuncy between the amount of 
over $4000 reported In the inventory and 
52150 reported in deed of assignment IB 
accounted for by She collections made be- 
tween the day of the assignment and the 
time of the making of the inventory three 
or four weeks later. The firm of Cobe & 
VIcKlnnon have for some time been anx- 
ious to start a litigation in this estate for 
the purp.se as expressed by Mr. McKln- 
non to a reliable party of squeezing the 
creditors into a sale of their claims to 
thorn at a heavy discount. The claim of 
Mr. Jennison alleged to be $14,000 has 
bad $4250 paid upon it and the balance of 
his claim has been amply secured by addi- 
tional collateral given by the Danville 
Brick & Tile company. These men have 
'or their object the purchase of claims as 
cheap as possible and they are prosecuting 
the assignee for the purpose ol compelling 
lim to obtain Mrs. Casner's release of her 
right of dower to all of the real estate In 
the assignment. The whole Hbeme Is to 
enrich themselves at the expense of the 
creditors and then make Euro of realizing 
with tbe greatest passible speed a hundred 
cents on tbe dollar on them bought up 
claims. This litigation will be resisted 
and we have no fear of defeating these 
proceedings."

Biinrjy air of Greece «hic?h makes peo- 
ple so cheerful in spite of themselves 
that they make even the burial of the 
dead an occasion festal rather than 
gloomy. Funerals, at any rate, are far 
less funerals in =unny Hellus than m 
northern climes. 


The typical Greek funeral of the 


poorer sort is led by sK or eight men 
solemnly bearing betueen them an open 
coffin in •which the face of the corpse is 
fully lisible to pa.ss.ers uj«n the street 
If the bearers are in Ihe Greek na- 
tional costume—ret! caps, white kilts, 
knife-plaited, and long « hite stockings, 
with embroidered g-aiters—they cer- 
tainly look rather gav for mourners. 


If^a hearse is used, it is not a black 


uffaifc with heavy plumes, but as gay 
with gilding and red and white paintas 
it circus wagon, and co arranged that 
'the face of the coi pse is, v isible. If th" 
family ot the (le.itl man jre rich enough 
to afford it, a brass band accompanies 
the procession, besides the group of 
Greek priests walking by the coffin. 
There is alwajs a crowd of onlookers, 
for the Greeks of to-day, like their viva- 
cious ancestors, appear to have nothing 
in particular to do, and public notice of 
deaths and funerals is always given in 
the towns by printed cards posted on 
the church doors, lamp posts, and dead 
walla. 


In Athena the funeral of an eminent 


man is always made the excuse for 
something like a public festival. On 
such occafiioiis the state hearse is 
brought out, drawn by four white 
horses. This hearse is a high affair 
made in close imitation of a Corin- 
thian temple. 
The elaborately carved 


columns are gray w ith gilding, the roof 
is ivhite ami gold. On e^eiy possible

OEEGON'S NEW SENATOR. 


Appointed I»F GOT. Lord After m. 


mtlTC Semlon Which Ha. No Par- 


allel In tlie Klnlory vt 


the Country. 


The most remarkable senatorial con- 


test in the history of Oregtm has been 
brought to a close by Go\. Lord appoint- 
ing Hon. Henry Winslow (Jorbett to suc- 
ceed John H. Mitchell. The case has no 
parallel in the history of the country. 
By the constitution of Oregon, the leg- 
islature convenes biennially, and the 
pay of members is limited to 40 days, 
which is ordinarily supposed to limit 
the session. 


On January 11 last the legislature con- 


vened. The senate promptly organized, 
but the house failed to secure an organ- 
ization, although in session 51 days. 
There was neither legislation nor a 
United States senator elected. There 
having been no legal session of the leg- 
islature, Gov. Lord holds that there is a 
vacancy, which may lawfully be filled 
by appointment under that clause of 
the federal constitution which says: 
"If vacancies happen, by resignation or 
otherw ise, during- the recess of the leg- 
islature of any state, the executive 
thereof may make temporary appoint- 
ments until the next meeting of the 
legislature, which shall then fill such va- 
cancies." Acting on thie supposition, 
he has appointed a man in whom the 
j»eople of Oregon have entire confidence. 


Mr. Corbett was born in Westborough, 


Mass., on February 16,1S27. He was the 
youngest soa in a family of eight chil- 
dren. HLs early boyhood was spent in 
Washington county, N. Y., where he at- 
tended the common schools. Later he 
attended Cambridge academy, taking 
the regular academy course. He then 
held a clerkship in Salem, the county 
seat, for one year, when, at 17 years of 
age, he went to New York city and was 
employed in the dry goods business un- 
til 1851. Ilis employers intrusted him 
with a stock of goods which was shipped 
around Cape Horn tp Portland in 1850, 
the agreement being; that he should de- 
vote three years in Oregon to merchan- 
dising, then return and divide the pro- 
ceeds. He sailed from New York on Jan- 
uary 20, 1851. via the isthmus, and ar-

rived in .Portland on March 5, where he 
found about 400 inhabitants. So well 
did he succeed in his venture that, his 
entire stock of goods vvastlisposed of ill 
14 months, when he returned to New 
York with $20.000 net profits for di- 
vision. After remaining one year in 
New York he returned to Oregon, where 
the remainder of his life has been spent. 


In early life Mr. Corbett was a whig 


and a great admirer of Henry Clay. He 
assisted at the organization of the re- 
publican party in Oregon and was chair- 
majiof .thefirststate central committee. 
He was a'delegate to the Chicago con- 
vention in 180Q, but was unable to reach 
there in time. So Horace Greeley rep- 
resented -tie state. He attended Lin 
<x>ln's inauguration in 1861 and was a 
cfelegate to the republican convention 
that nominated Grant and Colfax in 
1868. In 18C6 he was elected United 
States senator to succeed Hon. J. W. 
Nesinith und became im>minently iden- 
tified with ifcbe 'financial discussroms ot 
the time. Daring and after the war the, 
gold standard was maintained on the 
Pacific ooafct, And Mr. Corbett invented 
the idea of national gild banks. The 
First national bank of Portland was or- 
ganized m 1865, and in 1868 he, with 
Henry Failing, obtained control of th-e 
stock, and it has ever since been the 
strongest national bank in the Pacific 
ixnthwect. He assisted in the organiza- 
tion of the board of trade and was its 
president for many year*. He is presi- 
dent of the Boys* and {lids' Aid society 
and of the Hotel Portland. He is a di- 
rector of the Oregon Railroad & Naviga- 
tion company, was the first in tlie senate 
to advocate the building of (be North- 
ern Pacific railroad, is an active worker 
in benevolent matters, has liberally en- 
dowed varioue Oregon institutions and 
is interested in everything that tends to 
improve the condition of the communi- 
ty. He is one of the history makers of 
Oregon, having been prominently iden- 
tified with her institutions from the be- 
ginning, and no history of the state can 
be written without the marks of his in- 
fluence on every page. In 1867 he wac 
married to Miss Emma L. lluggles, of 
Worcester, Mass., a lady of high charac- 
ter, charming manners and rare intel- 
lectual attainments. He is universally 
respected for his ability and irreproach- 
able life. Whether as citizen, merchant, 
banker, philanthropist, railroad man, 
journalist, scholar or statesman, he en- 
joy* the confidence of hut constituents.

The French investigator, II. Mascart, 


arranged a dark room, in which a col- 
lection of 130 diamonds were placed 
On one hide was an attenuating current 
arc lamp. The lens vvae covered with 
violet-colored glass, so that only ultra- 
\ iolet rays were thrown on the dia- 
monds, among which were several old 
Indian, Bra/iliau and Cape stones, and 
some from South Africa diggings. Of 
the entire collection only three dia- 
monds were phosphorescent—one, a 
Brazilian stone of 1% carats, and an- 
other of three carats, showed this prop- 
erty in a marked degree. They were 
perfectly white, with a bluish tint. The 
phosphorescence lusted for 15 minutes 
after exposure, gradually lessening in 
Intensity.

This test demonstrated thatsome 
diamonds, but not all. possess tbe 
power of absorbing light and emitting 
It in the dark.

There Is great rejoicing here over the 


report and the telegrams poured In from 
lawyers from all parts of the state con- 
gwtulat'ng the legislators on their tri- 
umph for consolidation. 


The bill with th« amendment naming 


bprlngfleld instead of Ottawa for the per- 
manent location passed the senate without 
opposition. It was then rushed over to 
the house and passed by a rote of 114 to 
21. 


All attempts heretofore made to locate 


have excited much opposition, and created 
some bitterness on the part of the people 
of interested localities, hence citizens of 
Springfield held aloof from the controversy 
this time, and made no organized effort 


t<> secure tho passage of the bill. 


Ihe feeling was, of course, quite gen- 


eral that the court ought to be perma- 
nently located and that It ought to be at 
tho capital, but the locating bill was Dot 
a 
Springfield measure and was put 


through the legislature mainly by the
